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gum thoughts on the Liberty of the Prefs, and 
Libels; occafiened by the Craftfmen’s late Papers. 


HILE Mr. D*Anvers hath 
indulged bimfelf in the 
utmoft Licence of abu- 
fing his Adverfaries, by 
charging them with Ea- 
> deavours to write down 
P the Liberty of the Prefs, 
iy and to revive Arbitrary 
ye Power, we have kepr 

CAI , profound Silence ; be- 
caufe we would not prejudge or aggravate the 
Guilt of a certain Perfon vow under Profecution : 
But that Affair, according to the Craft/man, be- 
ing to end ihis Week, we may fairly {peak ; and 
feeing he has taiked about the Liberty of the Pre/s, 
asthe’ there were Defigns laid to take it away ; 
and about Libe/s, as tho’ the Government was as 
gibicr.ry mow, as in the Reigns of Charles and 
games the Second ; and did es ill Things by Form of 
Law in the Court of King’s-Bench, as were done here- 
tofore in the Star.Chamber ; wevwill beflow a few 
Thoughts on thefe Subje&ts, and clearly manifept 
to the People the Injuffice of thefe Charges upon 
the Government, and upon the Writers for the 
Adminiftration. 

The Liberty of the Prefs ought ever to be held 
facted, as fundamental to cll our other Liberties; 
and by the Liberty of the Prefs, I mean a Li. 
berty of publithing all our own Opinions relating 
to Religion and Government, and of examining the 
Opinions of all other Men. All Opinions ih Re- 
ligion, which are /peculative, and don’t relate to 
Attion or Praftice, (as the Opinions of fome Enthy- 
fraps have done, which have put them upon rob. 
bing Men of their Property, and depriving them of 
their Lives,) ought to be publithed with abjolute 
impunity, becaufe no Man, nor any Governmrnt ate 
concerned in them: And had all Opivions which 
are merely religious been thus left free, an! no 
Power or Authority interpofed abour them, we 
thould fong e're this have feen true Religion {pring 
up and fpread itfelf all over the World. But tho’ 
all Opinions merely religious frould be chus letr 
abjolutely free, and fubje& to no Power upon 
Earth; yet the Cafe is not the fame im Matters 
of Government : for Government can be fupported 
only by Laws or Power; whereas true Religion is 
deftroy’d by Power: Power, which is the Life of 
Governmeni, is te Death of Religion. Tho? ali 

in‘ons, therefore, relating to Government 
fhou!d be fuffered to be publifed, (becaule that 
can’t be hinder’d w'thout leflening our Liberty in 
other Cafes,) yet there are fome political Opinions 
whicb, if a Man publifhes, he muft do it at his 
Peril, and ought to be punified for, becaufe the 
Safety and Prefervction of the Government, (upon 
which our ewan Sofery and Prefervation depend, ) 
abfolutely require ic; che Truth of which we 
Will immediately frew. 

_ Mr. D’Anvers has indeed, in two or three late 
Papers, pretended to seaion shout the Liberty of 
the Prefs, and Libeis, 25, in order to it, gravely 
laid down two Propofitions, in which he cells us, 
he defigned to examine Whether the common Me- 
thods of Proceeding againft Libellers is agreeable to 
Law? And if tis, Whether we cn be properly faid 
to enjoy any Shave of Liberty? Buc as foon as he 
aid down thefe Propoficions, he tcok his leave 
of them ; and, inftead of Reafonimg on thefe Sub- 
iets, fi'l'd up his Papers with As of Parliament, 
and Reafons why the Commons in King William's 
Time would come into the Licenfing AG. Never 
was fuch an open Defiance of common Senfe, nor 
foch a Prefanation ot the Alphabet as in thefe 
Papers on Liberty ; (unlefs in a Jate Sermon on Li- 
Preach'd by ome Mudge, at Exeter; ) and yet 
Mr. D'Anvers tells his Rea ers, Thus bave 1 con- 
futed all my Adwerfaries have faid; when, ia 
@urb, be had {aid @othing againft his Adverfa- 
Bes, NQ= offered one Argument to prove any Pro 





We Will therefore do it for him. 


We will inquire, What a Libel is? We will 
thew, that Governments have a Right, from the 
Reafon of Things, to punif> for Libels ; and that 
the prefent Method of Proceeding againft Libel- 
lers is jut and equitable. 

A Libel is any thing puhlified which is fal/e, 
or which can’t be proved true, tending to tne 
Difadvantage ot Difreputation of another. If a 
private Subje% is thus atracked in his Intereft 
or Reputation, he has his Remedies at Law, 
and very juftly too; and fhall a Government 
which is eretted on purpofe to fecure our Perfons 
and Properties, and without which there could 
be no Safety in the World, be without irs Reme- 
dy? When either the Right to the Government is 
denied, or the Government itfelf abufed and defarz- 
ed by wrong Rep:efentations, and falfe Agertions ? 
There are political Opinions, which if publifed, 
are treafomable by Law, and, at the fame time, 
treafanable in Reajfon too; as to deny the King’s 
Right to the Crown, &%c, And if any Perfon pub- 
lithes, thar the Government of England is tyrannical ; 
that the King’s Minifters defign co introduce Arbi- 
trary Power, and deflroy the Conftitution ; or that 
the two Houfes of Parliament are fo corrupted 
that they will fubvert the Laws, end overtum 
our Liberties; furely there ought to be a Power 
fomewbere to call thefe Publifhers to an Ac- 
count, and pur them on the Proof of what they 
have aflerted, and punif> them if they ase nor 
able to prove it. No Govermment can /uhjif 
without this, If the King has a4 Right to the 
Government, (which no Man, ia bis Senfes, 
doubts) then he has 4 Right to defend the Govern- 
ment againft all che World, and maintain the 
Dignity of it againft all his Enemies at Home 
and Abroad. So thar if his Government, or Ad. 
miniftration be defamed, and {uch Things faid of 
it as tends to render it odious at Home and con 
temptible Abroad ; (as tor Inftance, that he has 
made a Treaty which is an Infraétion of all other 
Yreatics, and a manifeft Violation of Faith,) ‘tis 
highly reafonable, that there fhould be a Power 
lodged fome where ro call the Publifhers to an 
Account, and pur them upon their Tryal. This 
is perfe&ly agreeable to the Law of Nature, 
which always allows Deferfe when Offences are 
given. And the prefent Method of doing this, by 
Information in the Court of King’s-Bench, is the 
moft reafonable that can be imagined. If a pri- 
vate Perfon is libe'd, be muft indi; that is, 
inform againft the Libetler ; it can't be expected, 
that another fhould be fo unft/Jonably Good as 
to do it for him; and if the Govermment ot Ad- 
miniftration is fibe#ed, the Government mult in- 
form, which has certainly 2s much Right to take 
Care of itfelf, as any Subyef of the Goverment. 
Ir can’t be expeéted that private Perfons, who 
feel no immediate Intereft in it, fhould prefent o: 
indi® for Libeis againft a Government or a 
Mioiftry : No ; the Government or Adininiftration 
muft take care of itfelf, and bring Informations 
againft their Accufers, and’ put them upon their 
Trial. 

But this way of Information in the Court of 
King's Bench is fo tat from being the fame, or 
the like Method of Profecution with the Star. 
Chamber, ( as the Craft(man has falfly and 
malicioufly infinuated ) that it beats no Refem. 
blamce at all to it; for, in the Star Charmber 
Men were tryd for Crimes againft the Government, 
by the Government it felfe The fame Perfons 

who made Information againft the Accufed, try’d 
the Accufed : The Calumniators of the Minifry 
were try'd before the Minifiry, and by the Minifiry. 
Not fo in the Court of King's-Bench, where the 
Perfons accufed of Crimes againft the Govern- 
ment are try"d before Judges, who are indepen 

dent of the Minifiry ; and by guries of their Peers 
or Equals, who can have no Intersft to find them 
Guilty, and who are alfo generally di/pofed in 
Favour of thofe who are tried for Crimes againtt 
an Adminiftration. This therefore is the faireft 
Method of Profecution, for Offences againft the 
Government, that can be imagined: And if 
yuries were permitted in al! Cafes, (as, I think, 


in the Information, as well as the publifing the 
Pamphlet or Papers which is faid to contain the 
Crime, then this way of Proceeding aga'n@ Stare 
Criminals, would be perfeét and complete; aod 
the Subje& would have as much Liberty as is 
coafitene with the very Being.of Government, 

Ir feems highly reajonable, that $uries fhould 
be Judges, whether ebat is publifed, be a Libel 
or not; and not merely whether the Accufed 
publifved what is faid to be a Libel ; for that is 
being Judges of Nothing, becaule mere publif- 
ing isno more a Crime than Running or Walking, 
Eating or Drinking ; but the Nature of the Thing 
publifhed makes the Crime, of which the Juries 
are to judge ; for if they are not Judges of the 
Nature of the Thing publifhed, and whether it be 
a Libe! or not, the Accufed is nor, properly 
fpeaking, try’d by them at all ; nor do Juries, 
infuch a Cafe, fignify any thing: And ‘tis the 
Juries Fault, if ever they give up this Righr ; 
tor they fhould biing in no Man evnilty, till 
they perceive him guilty ; and-if they will bue 
affert this Righr, ‘tis impoffible the Subje@ fhould 
ever be hurt by the prefent Method of Proceeding 
againft State Criminals ia the Court of King's- 
Bench, 

Thus have we fhewn, in a fhort and clear Man. 
ner, our Sentiments of the Liberty of the Prefs, 
and the Doffrine of Libels. We have fhewn, what 
a Libel is; that all Governments have a Right to 
penif for Libels ; and that the prefent Method ot 
Vroceeding againft Libellers, is jut and egwitable ; 
and ftonds chargeable with none of thole Evils 
caus'd by the Star Chanrber. 

Nor is there the leaft Parallel between the 
Proceedings on Matters of a publick Nature, in 
the Reigns of Charles and games the Second, and 
the Proceedings in this Reign: “* For we have no 
“ arbitrary nor iegal Pra@ices, under the Form of 
‘“* Law: No Grand Juries difchaged for doing 
** their Duty : No Impofition of grievous and p.r- 
* tial Pines upon Offenders agairft the State: No 
* cruel and unjuft Profecurions in Criminal Mat- 
“* ters : No outragious Damages, exceflive Bail, 
* feizing of Charters, nor dilpenfing with penal 
** Laws; nor any of thofe dreadful Evils which the 
“* Craft/man hath lately laid before the People as 
 paralels,” but with what Confcience or Honor, 
we leave to the cogl Determination of his own 
Judgment.
